Behind British Lines in France, 
Aug. IO.—Neither fatigue duty nor 
working parties are popular with the 
soldier but they serve a great pur­ 
pose because in modern war man’s 
greatest enemy is likely to be his 
own imagination. In the heat of ac­ 
tion he has no time for thought. The 
horrors of war cannot force their 
way through his preoccupied mind. 
But later, when the excitement has 
died away, the reaction sets in, and 
a realization of the past begins to de­ 
press and deaden his vitality, for the 
memories of a modern battle are 
more terrible than the actual experi­ 
ence. 
The only antidote to this depres­ 
sion lies in action and activity. Ac­ 
tion provides distraction for the mind 
It is this that the working party sup­ 
plies, and in spite of the generally 
abusive terms applied to It by the 
soldier, it is really doing hi ma ser­ 
vice.

It is the British soldier’s historic 
privilege to complain, or “grouse” as 
he calls it But his complainings most 
not be taken to indicate a state of 
low morale. Exactly the reverse, for 
it is aa unwritten law in the British 
•ray that a man may complain only 
when things are 
going 
well. 
In 
danger and adversity there is no com­ 
plaining, only that dogged determi­ 
nation which makes the British sol­ 
dier such a formidable opponent.

I Peking, July 29.—"Temple par­ 
ities" constitute a popular form of 
■diversion for the summer months in 
[Peking. The hills to the westward 
I aredotted with so-called 
temples- 
rambling compounds of one story 
buildings built centuries ago by em­ 
perors in memory of departed ances­ 
tors. The buildings invariably sur­ 
round a paved court or often a series 
of such courts, shaded as a rule by 
century-old trees. 
In 
the temple 
proper is still to be found a gigantic 
["buddha" or idol before whom joss- 
I sticks are lighted at intervals by 
priests and acolytes, of whom there 
are generally a half dozen all told, 
occupying a portion of the com­ 
pound. 
It Is quite easy and Inexpensive to' 
secure the use of one of these 
temples, one or more of the unoccu­ 
pied subsidise buildings—for a week 
end, a week or tho whole summer. 
They are entirely without furniture 
except Insofar aa a raised platform 
whereon the Chinese used to sleep 
might be called furniture. Once iu-| 
stalled the occupant enjoys absolute 
peace and quiet by day. As a rule he 
sleeps in the company of one of the 
leser "buddha’s" who is hidden be-E 
hind a curtain. The only intrusion! 
upon his privacy occurs when the I 
priest or acolyte brings food and 
places it before the Idol and returns) 
later to remove what the rats have 
left of it.

| could ride for 24 hours by train 
lover his own acres, which then num- 
jbered more than a million.

| and many other industries connected 


I with his cattle business. He and hisl 


I large family lived in luxury In the 
I marble palace on the Alamada or at 


I Quinta Carolina, his summer home! 
| on the plains. Train after train of 
I cattle arrived at, the border from the 


I Terrazas ranches. His annual export 
|averaged 25,000 head and . the "T- 
jRunning-S" brand was as well known 
I at the Chicago, Kansas City and Ft. 
| Worth stockyards as it was in Mexi­ 
co. The Terrazas holdings were est­ 
imated to be worth $5,000,000 (gold) 
but were not for sale at any price. 
Now General Terrazas 
and 
his 
family live in a rented house on 
Golden Hill ,he rides to his office ii 
an old automobile, and buys his gro-f 
certes from a cash-and-carry store. 
The revolutionists under Madera, 
Orozco and other leaders killed the 
Terranzas cattle for food, burned his 
ranch buildings and looted his stores] 
and warehouses. Then Francisco ViP-I 
la, acting as commander rn thefiorthl 
for General Carranza, issued a de-l 
cree confiscating all of the Terrazas | 
holdings including the herds, lauds I 
and personal property. General Ter-1 
razas was forced to flee frOln Mexico! 
before Villa's advance on Chihuahua! 
City from Juarez. He made the long! 
trek to the border at Ojtoaga with I 
the fleeing federal column In Decern-1 
ber, 1915. He never has returned to! 
Mexico.

On July 22 last, General Terrazas! 
celebrated his 89th birthday anniver-l 
sary surrounded by mb ten sons, 751 
grandchildren and many more rata-1 
tivea. He maintains an office down I 
town where he attends to his private I 
business affairs daily and he keeps! 
in close touch with cattle and market I 
conditions. 
It is his dream to be permitted to I 
return to his native land with Buffi-1 
dent guarantees to allow him to I 
begin over again to re-establish the! 
Terrazas fortune.
